The war is arriving at a stage when 
new nrethods have changed the whole 
face of the campaign. It is pretty 
generally agreed that the U-boat has 
been mastered to a large degree, and 
unless the Germans find a new way 
to head off the Allies they will soon be 
beaten. 

The war is more and more resolv- 
ing itself. into a struggle of attriti- 
tion on land and sea, and economic- 
ally. It is more and more a ques- 
tion of comparative available resour- 
ces in man power for the army, of 
comparatjve capablities to produce and 


ilities to stand the economic and fjn- 
ancial strain. American capacity to 
produce men, tonnage, food and sup- 
plies is just getting fairly organized 
for the maximum. of effort. Great 
Britain is perfecting both its military 
and its industrial power and wilt give 
a demonstration of producing capac- 
ity suchas even it has not yet affor- 
ded. All the world realizes now bet- 
ter than it ever did before, that the 
truggle for control of the sea is vit- 
al ‘ . 
Germany may remain unbeaten 
for an indefinite period if she can 
wear dowwn the merchant marine of 
the world and make it impossible to 
utilize the full measure of economic 
power that opposes her. To that end, 
forced by other methods of destruc- 
tion or else the balance will present- 
ly turn distinctly in favor of the En.

PRODUCTION OF FOOD TO BE 
. FIRST CLAIM 


Ottawa, Jan. 30--nxplicit instrue- 
tions have been issued to registrers 
under the military Service Act and to 
“public representatives” that produ- 
ction of food stuffs must be safeguar- 
ded. “It should be the duty of regis- 
trars and public representatives,” the 
rinstructions read,‘ to guard the nat- 
ional interest in connection with the 
production of foodstuffs and otherwise 
and to cause appeals to be entered 
from the decision of any tribunal in 
arriving at which due consideration 
has not been given to any national in- 
terest.” 

“Tf,” the instructions continue, ‘“af- 
ter an order to report for duty has 
been issued to any man, it appears 
that the facts are such that if they 
had been known before such — order 
was lodged, the registrars shall noti- 
fy such facts to the general or other 
officers commanding the military dis- 
tricts, who shall cause an inquiry to 
be made and shall advise the regis- 
trar of the result of such inquiry and 
whether or not leave of absence with- 


out pay has been granted to the man f 


concerned.”

THE REAL THING 


The next time you feel inclined to 
grumble over the inconvenience of a 
wheatless or mentless day (which is 
not even compulsory by law) think 
over these extracts from a_ recent 
Food Administration bulletin: 


The sale and use of cream was pro- 
hibited in Great Britain by Govern- 
ment oredr after December 8, except 
for infants, invalids, and for butter 
making The retail price of milk was 
raised under governmental authority 
from 14 to 16 cents per quart in Great 
Britain on the 1st of December 

Switzerland is a neutral country, but 
it is never the less enduring the usual 
food shortage prevailing in war strick- 
en Europe. The people there are now 


being rationed at one pound of sugar 
per month per person; rice cards are 
issued which allow one tb per month 


per person; the bread cards allow one- 
half pound of bread per person per 
day. 

Coffee now being sold in Gortiany is 
of three grades only; one 50 per cent 
coffee, one 25 per cent coffee, and one 
10 per cent coffee. The new substitute 
has been found for tea in the shape 
of dried pear or apple peel. The milk 
ration of the children of Berlin has 
been reduced one third. 

In Hungary, in addition to the meat- 
less days, Fridays and Mondays have 
now been ordained fatless days. The 
small amount of privately owned fats 
is selling for $3 a pound upward. 

We like to talk about sacrifices for 
Britain, and we like to think that we 
are enduring untold hardships to 
help along the war. As a matter of 
simple fact, we haven’t the slightest 
conception of what hardship and de- 
privation mean—as the 
Europe today know them.

THE HOSPITAL SITUATION 


The Lacombe Hospital has got to a 
point in its existence where money in 
liberal amounts must be found, or tlie 
institution closed. It is out of the 
question for the Munidipality to (n- 
ance the institution, as the exnense 
would be so great that our taxes 
would become prohibitive The oniy 
way money can be provided is by pri- 
vate subscription, and the Board would 
suggest that all residents of the town 
and country make liberal donations in 
cash at once. In the event of cash— 
In the neighborhood of $5,000—not be- 
ing forthcoming in the very near fu- 
ture, the Board will be compelled to 
clgse the institution, or dispose of it. 
It cannot be operated as at present. It 
has outlived its usefullness to a very 
great extent, and money and moe 
money is required to resuscitate: it. 

The Board is considering turnine ov- 
er the Hospital to the Adventists, who 
are willing to operate it, and who 
guarantee to improve it to the extent 
of $12,000 addition within the next 
few months. In their hands there 
would be a chance of it becoming a 
very large institution, as this body 
have very many large and prosperous 
hospitals im several cities in the U.S., 
and all are institutions any country 
can be proud of. The Adventists 
would operate the larger institution 
under the name of the Lacombe Gen- 
eral Hospital, and are agreed that the 
board be composed of six residents 
of the town and three members of 
their body.

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PICKING A WINNER 


Although it is well understood that 
certain characteristics in the appear- 
ance of dairy cow indicate her probable 
| milking value, yet it is not always easy 
| to pick a winner just by appearance. 
The following incident is worth con- 
sideration At a recent farmer’s pic- 
nic-a prize of ten dollars was of lcd 
to the man placing in their correct 


whose records were from 6,000 up to 
14,000 Ib milk. 

Fifty men entered the competition, 
but no one was cntitled to the prize. 
As a matter of fact, only one farmer 
succeeded_in placing the first three 
cows; 37 did not p!ccc the best; and 
30 did not place the poorcst. 

In other words, the external indic- 
ations of milk producing ability may 
be lacking in cows, or may be misund- 
erstood by even the experienced far- 
mer. Appearances are often deceitful. 
There is one way, however, and only 
one certain way to judge accurately, 
namely by keeping simple milk rec- 
ords. There can be no mistake then 
at the end of the lactation period as 
to what each cow has done. The 
Dairy Division, Ottawa, supplies milk 
record forms free on application.
